The government statistics give us

Koal Value of Western Invettmeota. 

A fall iu prices represents a corre- 
sjiouding increase in purchasing power 
of money. A rigidly just system in 
payment of debts would therefore al- 
loav pay ment in a nominal sum dimin- 
ished in ex.-vet ratio to the increase in 
jiurchasing power, or. in other words, 
to the fall in prices. So well recognized 
is this fundamental law of equity iu 
payment of debts that Prof. Laug4ilin, 
himself one of the gold champions of 
the present time, has projiosed a multi- 
ple standard, consisting of a unit com- 
pounded of the ruling prices of a dozen 
or twenty of the standard commodities. 

Thus a man might equitably pay a $1C0

Iu general 
terms, it may be asserteil that the west^ 

I ern borrower is compelled, under the 
' gold standard and the fallen prices 
j w hlch it causes, to pay twice the pur- 
I chasing power in wheat, corn, wool, 

I horses, labor, all the essential products 
of his life’s work, tliat he borrowed. 

Hence, even if the free coinage of silver 
does result in a permanent 50-cent silver 
dollar, and if the debtor jiaj-s bis gold 
debts in that depreciated eurrcncy, he 
Is, after all, paying back the same quan- 
tity of labor ond the proilucts of labor 
that he borrowed. Five hnndrevl dollars 
in gold or $1,000 In silver Is worth as 
much nosv as $1,000 in gold tlien. If 
these things be true, what becomes of 
the charge of repudiation so flippantly 
hurled against the hard-working pio- 
peers of civiiizatibn in our great west? 

\Viio is dishonest, the debtor who is 
trying to pay his debt in a form that 
j commands the same purchasing [lower 
for hlmsel f and the creditor, or the crevl- 
itor who seeks to take advantage of cir- 
cumstances by which he can force pay- 
ment in a form, even though it be noni- 
Inully the same, in reality twice the bur- 
den to the debtor and twice the advan- 
tage to himself? Does It not rather ap- 
pear that the sentiment which several 
of your correspondents express is mak- 
ing its outcry, i»ot so much because it 
is in danger of losing half of its western 
investments, as tluit it m afraid it will 
not succeed In doubling their real value 
through an artificial fall of prices? —

As it turus out, only four of these 
mines are silver provliicers. Thetvure 
tlie Daly. Ontario. l‘luK>nix and .I'ocii- 
istita, aggregating a valuation of $1.- 
753,9 lO.iMl. The other mines are gold 
and copper producers. One of the.se 
alone, tlic .\naconda mine, is valued at 
$7,500,000, instead of $3,000,0O0, as esti- 
mated by tlic Call. 

It w ill be observed from these figures, 
which are furuished by Mr. Hearst him- 
self, that only a small |;ercentnge of his 
milling propertj' is invesleil in silver. 
Most of his interests ore invested in 
gold anvl copi>er. Naturally. Ihen-fore, 
if he consulted his own selfish Inierests 
111 the matter, he would espouse the 
tingle gold standarvl and reap the bene- 
fit of whatever enhancement in value 
that policj' might give to the j-ellow 
metal. 

Instead of doing this, however, he 
has chosen rather to ignore his own 
Interest nnd to es[>ouse that policy 
w hich Is calciiinted to promote the wel- 
fare of the nias.ses. — .Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.

flow Bimetallism Worked There Between ; 

180.1 ami 1873. j 

Bir Henry Ilucks Gibbs, for 40 j-ears i 
a director of the Hank of England, at 
one time its governor and gold ilelcgato 
to the international convention of 187.4, 
a bimetallist now nnd for tlic re.st of 
his life, declares (and that he had jier- 
soiuil knowledge goes without saj’ing) 
that from 1803 to 1873. notw ithstiuidiiig 
the fiict that the law requires nothing 
of the sort to lie vionc, tliere was not a 
day w lien any i>erson could not go to 
the Hank of France and get either gold 
or silvxT for the otlier at the mint ratio 
of 15% to 1. Silver was tendered and 
coinevl every j'lxir, aixl gold everj' j'ear 
but 1833 and 1872. When England in 
1621 resumed specie paj'ments, after 
a long periovl of paper curreucj', the 
coinage of gold in France foil off verj- 
much, and w hen in 1870 and following 
j'cnrs the great increased production of 
gold camo into Uic world’s supply, it 
was tenderevl and coined in immense 
quantities. Hut all this time the mints 
were coining both metals, ami the open 
mint of France, like a pipe between two 
reservoirs, maintained the level of Uie 
two ma-sscK of theta] nnd was the equal- 
izer of their variations. Nothing could 
more lieautifully or triumphantlj’ il- 
lustrate the fundamental principle of 
bimetallism. The two metals become 
in effect one metal, one priniarj'-money 
mass, to respond to the demands of delit 
and business ond to support with broaxl- 
er basis the credit fabric of the world. 
Said Mr. Cernuschi. French delegate at 
the monetary conference of 1381: “The 
law bj’ placing the j'eUow metal and the 
white metal on the same footing, bj' es- 
tablishing a fi.xed and invariable ratio 
between them, has made them reaJlj' 
a single money." — C. T. Stone, in Chi- 
cago Record.

Mr. Hrjan bus given the gold meji i 
anotlier puzzle to worrj' over and they 
are beginning to tear their hair. 

In his Richmond sjieech the demo- 
crittic candidate remarked that, despite 
the prediction that the elccetion of the 
Chicago ticket would drive gold out of ■ 
the coiintrj', the, mere nomination of a 
presidential candidate on a free silver 
platform had been followed by a re- 
marlcabic flow of gold to this countrj'. ' 

This statement has thrown the gold ' 
organs of the east into Iij'steria. Thoj' 
are exhausting the vocabulary of |>oIit- 
ical vilujieration to heap obloquy on 
Mr. Hrj-an for making such a state- 
ment. 'riicy say that any fool would 
know' that Hrj-an’s candidacj' has noth- 
ing to do with the flow of gold to this 
countrj'; that it is caused by the, out- 
flow of com and cotton and the confi- 
dence of the election of a gold standard 
president. 

Hut tho fact remains that tho first 
free flow of gold to this country for 
several j'cars has taken place after the 
nomination of a presidential candidate 
on a bimetallist platform. 

Surely it w'lll not lie contended that 
there is more confidence abroad In tho 
triumph of the gold standard since the 
nomination of a free silver candidate 
than there was before any one of the 
great parties had taken up the cause of 
bimetallism. Yet Itefore Brj'an was 
nominated the outflow of corn nnd cot- 
ton did not bring gold here, but with 
the most favorable trade conditions it 
flowed out and had to be bought back 
witli high-priced bonds. 

If the facts knock out the gold men’s 
theories it cannot be bel|>ed, and they 
must accept the consequences. The 
fact is that witli a great campaign in 
favor of silver going on gold is flowing 
into this coustry at sueh a rate ns to 
frighten Europe and force the Hank of 
England to put up the rate of ex- 
change. — St. Txiuis Republic. 

Ftm DUcnsslon H.rta Them.

By the International Aciicaltnral Con- 
greea for Remonetizing SUrer. 
Buda-Pesth, Sept. 20, 180G. — ^The nn- 
dersigned members of the international 
agricultural congress at Buda-Pcsth de- 
elre to put on record the following 
facts: 

(1) That during the three days’ de- 
bate not one speaker has denied that 
the depression is agriculture results 
from the phenomenally low prices of all 
the products of agriculture. 

(2) That the connection between the 
currency and agrarian issues has been 
almost unanimously affirmed by the 
representatives of agriculture at this 
congress. 

(3) That the great majority of the 
speakers, independently of their cur- 
rency views, confirm the opinion of the 
leading agricultural authorities, that 
there is no ovei^prod action in cereals; 
and, therefore, the full of prices cannot 
be referred to over-production. 

(4) That every gold monometalliiit 
speaker baa admitted that bimetallism 
would raise the price of agricultural 
produce. 

(5) That no gold monometalliat has 
used the argument, which used to prej- 
udice the position ''f the bimetallists — 
namely, thut T^storation of silver 
to legal tenifcr Is k device of indebted 
land-owners who wish to pay their cred- 
itors in a depreciated currency. 

The undersigned ore convinced that 
the existing crisis in agriculture can be 
arrested by an international settlement 
of the currency question, and they 
therefore are of the opinion that it is 
the first duty of the various govern- 
ments to cooperate without delay, so 
as to secure a settlement of the cur- 
rency and exchange trouble.

Aside from the speculative influences 
which have been at work in silver, the 
laws of 6upi>iy and demand have un- 
doubtedly governed present prices of 
wheat. Extraordinary causes are at 
work this year to advance the price of 
wheat, and were it not for the depres- 
sion which is due to the rise of the 
price of gold, wheat prices would now 
be very high. The wheat crop in the 
United States is very short this year, 
being 5C,0UO,000 bushels less tbon the 
average crop for 20 years. The last 
grovernment crop report placed the crop 
at 411,000,000 bushels. Add to this the 
available supply of 52,000,000, the offi- 
cial estimate reports, makes the total 
crop 403,000,000. The exportation of 
wheat has been phenomenal this year, 
and if kept u,- vvbe present rate will 
reach fully 15o,‘D00.000 bushels, leaving 
but 313,000,000 luishels for consumption 
and seed purjKises in this country, 
which is not enough for the actual 
needs. 

I’robably one of the greatest influ- 
ences that hove ever appeared in the 
history of the wheat trade has been 
Argentina's production ot enormous 
quantities of wheat, which began a 
few years ago, and ever since that 
country has been a factor of the first 
jnportance. Last year she shipped 
enormous quantities of wheat and this 
|*ear nothing, nor will she, as her crop 
IS practically ruined. The crop of Aus- 
tralia is only 30 per cent, of last year, 
and the most conservative of the esti- 
oiatea of the damage to the Russian 
crop give a decrease under last year of 
150,000,000 bushels. The almost com- 
plete failure of the crop of India has 
Drought about a condition of things 
which has never existed in the history 
Df the grain trade before. Add to these 
features the failure in the potato crop 
In Uermeny and Ireland. 

The exportation of wheat, in quan- 
tity, has been astonishing, in the last 
two weeks over 8,000,000 bushels hav - 1 
Ing been shipped. A number of car- 
foes were sent to India, being the first 
ihipments ever made to that country. 

Big operators in wheat like John Cud- 
ahy, W. T. Baker, W. R. Linn, August 
Brosseau and Armour have laid men out 
for months to estimate this year’s crop. 
The rejiorts received by them have 
caused them to give expression to the 
belief that the United States would this 
year raise less than 400,000,000 bushels 
Df wheat. Upon these estimates, and 
the enormous e.vporting demand, they 
have built their hopes for higher prices. 
That they do not take any stock in the 
assertions so often made by the repub- 
licans that the advance in the price of 
wheat U due to the belief ic the minds 
Df the people that McKinley will be 
elected is shown in the statement made 
by 6Ir. John Cudahy, who said it made 
no difference who was elected presl- 
Dent of this country, wheot this year 
would go up just the same. 

In corn, oats and provisions, (here is 
ao shortage in this country, and such 
minor advances as have been made 
from the lowest prices that have been 
ever recorded in either of these com- 
modities are only in sj-mpathy with 
the advance in the price of wheat. 

Should this country remain upon a 
gold etiir.danJ basis, gold would cer- 
tainly go to a higher premium. A lead- 
ing bsllion firm in Wall street has re- 
cently been selling calls on gold, dnte<1 
beyond election day, at !*/» i>er cent pre- 
mium. This shows clearly the belief of 
Wall street in higher prices for gold 
should McKinley be elected. On the ot act 
baud, should this country go to a bi- 
metallic basis by the eliKition of Mr. 
Bryan, the price of silver would at onct' 
go to $1.20 per ounce. In consequenc*- 
the price of wheat would also advance 
ot once, as i>aym€nt would then be made 
in gold as now, purchased according to 
Its parity with silver in the exchange

Chicago, Oct. 20. — (Special.) — The re- 
cent advance of 17 cents a bushel In 
the nrice of wheat has given rise to con- 
side 'do discussion as to what extent 
tbe republican managers have par- 
ticipated in the advance. Many er- 
roneous statements are made, among 
which beingone attributing tbe advance 
to McKinley’s probable election and tbe 
probable defeat of silver in November. 
One republican paper gives credence to 
the statement that inasmuch as <be 
value of wheat to the farmers In this 
country baa incrcosed in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000,000, there can be no 
possible doubt but that the gold senti- 
ment has done it. 

The value of wheat is gauged abso- 
lutely by the unalterable lows of sup- 
ply and demand, aided temporarily at 
times by speculative influences. Spec- 
ulators occasionally advance or break 
the price of wheat aceording to the op- 
portunities offered in the exercise of the 
business. There are evidences at the 
present time which show clearly that 
either tbe republican national commit- 
tee or a syndicate In close touch with 
it has recently been participating in 
a speculative syndicate which has for 
Its purpose the making of campaign 
capital in addition to a few dollars. 

It is often asserted that during th: al- 
most continual decline in the price of 
silver bullion since the demonetization 
of silver in ’73, the price of wheot has 
advanced, and tbe differences of rela- 
tive worth have been graduslly 
widened. That this is not true Is 
shown in the report of the United States 
department of agriculture showing the 
average price of wheat for the years 
1860 to 1805, inclusive. Before silver 
was demonetized it sold at $1.20 per 
ounce. From 1SC6 to 1809 the average 
price of wheat was $1.18 a bushel. From 
1870 to 1873, $1.04; from 1374 to 1830, 95 
cents; from 1831 to 1385, 83 cents; 
from 1830 to 1890, 77 cents, and from 
1801 to 1805, 60 cents. With tbe appre- 
ciation in the price of gold the ten- 
dency is for higher prices for wbrat, 
and it is recorded that In so far as 
money can bare any influence on the 
price of wheat, high prices for silver 
have always brought high prices for 
wheat. Such advance however, would 
not be uniform with the advance of 
both silver and wheat. Under a bime- 
tallio system the premium would be 
removed from gold, and silver, of 
course, would advance. This would in 
a measure equalize tbe advance in the 
price of wheat. According to tbe esti- 
mate made by one of tbe most promi- 
nent grain dealers in Cbiesgo, tbe ad-

Fkasefort, Ky., Oct 26.— The toll 
gate raiders had another inning in this 
county and three more gates were de- 
stroyed. one being on the Lawrence- 
burg pike and tao on the Louisville 
and llardinsvtlle road. The 40 masked 
men. armed with guns and revolvers, 
who did the work, warned the gate- 
keepers not to collect any more toll, 
else harsher methods wonld be 
adopted. None of the men engaged 
in the lawless act were identified 
and it is not known whether they are 
from this county or Anderson. Last 
jear this county held an election for 
the purpose of giving the people a 
chance to vote whether the turnpikes 
should be free or not. and the vote was 
in favor of freeing the turnpikes The 
law provides that when the people so 
decide by vote the county court shall 
at once take steps as provided by stat- 
utes to purchase all pikes that are not 
donated to the county by the atock- 
hoMers. 

The county court of this county has 
a-> far failed to purchase auj- of the 
r>Ads, and these toilgate raiders are 
taking ti.eir failure as an excuse for 
ojwning the roa is by violence. Their 
eonduct is being severely coudemned 
by all political parlies, though repub-

v>-jt of it 113 - saj-ing it is the outgrowth 
of the Chicago convention. 

Some of the olli.-ers of the Louisville 
and llardiusville road were notified 
Saturday, so they claim, that the gates 
would be removed if they continued to 
collect toll, but they took no steps to 
prevent it, so it looks as though they 
did not care if the gates were de- 
stroyed. They will likely institute 
suit for damages against the county.
